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THE 


INTRODUCTION: 


S Conveyancing is one of the biggeſt 

Branches of the Great Bod of the 

Law, and well digeſted Deeds or 

Written Inſtruments,the Fruits chereot ; 

So a Faculty to diſcern ſuch as are marure and 

ripe, to anſwer their proper ends and uſes, is one 

the greateſt Requiſits , and (if obtain'd) Ac-+ 

compliſhments belonging to the whole Syſtem 
of Clerkſhi | 

Inſtead therefore of a Preface to the follow- 
ing Book, we have thoughr it more proper (on 
this Occaſion) to make an Introduttiow, concern» 
ing each manner of Deeds now uſed in Con- 
veyancing , and thereby the paſling of Eltates 
from one to another. 

And becauſe every Deed is not fic and proper 
for every Occaſion to be uſed; but ſome being 
proper on ſome Occaſions, and fome uſeful 
on others, the Law having applied to every 
Deed their particular Operaion: It may nor 
therefore be amiſs, to give ſome Account in 
General of each particular Deed , and of their 
peculiar uſe, fo as to be employed as Occaſions 
require them , betore we come to the Book it 


felt. 
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But firſt we will conſider of a Deed in its 


entire Body , and next proceed to its Particu- 
lars. 


Of a Deed entire. 


A Deed, is a Writing or Written Inſtrument, 
either on Paper or Parchment , (as may be 
thought moſt convenient ) Sealed and Delivered 
by the Partics thergto, to prove and teſtify their 
Agreement to fuch matrers and things as are 
therein contained. 

Some Deeds concern Realcy, as a Feoftment 
of Lands,&c. and ſome Perfonalty, az,a Gift of 
Goods, and the like. { 

Alſo fome Deeds arc Poll, and fome In- 
dented. 

Poll Deed; are lo called, becauſe they are cut 
even and plain at the Top , and properly are 
fingle and but of one part, and is in for 
the uſe of the Grantee, Feoffee or Leſſee. 

Deeds Indented are fach as are cut in and out 
at the Top, and properly made when there are 
intended to be Two or more Parts thereot, that 
they may at the Top be cut into one another, 
and are all co contain the ſame Words , Cove- 
nants or Agreements, 

The Deed Pell commonly begins in theſe 
Words; To all People to whom theſe Preſents ſhal 
come, ec. Or, Know all Men by theſe Preſents, & ec. 
and may run on in the Firſt Perſon , or in the 
Third. The other uſually thus; This Indemture 
made, &c. Yet it it be not actually Indented, 
though ir begin in theſe words,” it 1s no Inden- 
ture ; alſo if ic be Indented and begin not in 
theſe words, it is an ledenture ., and that for the 
Reaſons aforefaid: And commonly cach Party 
hath a Part of the Indenture , after they have 

inter- 
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interchangably Sealed and Delivered to one 
another. Ir uſually runs in the Third Perſon, 
but may be good in the Firſt, where both par- 
ties Seal and Deliver ; therefore they are often 
called Bipartite \, Tripartite 5 Quadripariite, Oc. 
having two, three or four parts and par- 


nes. 
That part which the Grantor , Feoffor or Original. 
Leſſor ſeals , is called the Principal or Original, 

and the reſt are ſaid to be Coun: erparts or Copies - Counterpart. 
and yet all of them do make bur one entire 

Deed in Law , though every part aſunder is of 

as great force and cette, as all che parrs together. 

For the Words of the Indenture are looked up- 

on as the Words of cither party, and ſhall be 

applied to that party to whom they properly 

belong. See Co. upon Lit. 35,143,229. 


And Note, That there may be divers kinds Pivers kinds. 
of Deeds ; for cvery Agreement pur in 
Writing, and Sealed and Delivered, becom- 
eth a Deed. 


Some Deeds are Conſticutive, or Making and Deeds Confti- 
Conveying, as Feoff ments, _— Grants, Lea(es,e, *utive. 
They are ſaid to be icutive or Making, 
becauſe they Create what was not before ; as 
the firſt Grant of a Way, of a Rent , or of an 
Eſtate in Tail, for Lite, or for Years, with War- 
ranty or without, and are cicher Abſolute or 
Conditional. 

They are faid to be Conveying ; becauſe 
Eſtates then, or formerly made, are thereby 
Conveyecd to others. 

Alſo ſome Deeds conſiſt of Diſcharges , which Deeds Re: 
are Remiſſory or Liberatory, relcaling or diſcharg- **fry- 
ing ſomething in being; as, Releaſes, Acquittances, 
Defeazances, and the like.

t, Aſſignment , is the appointing or ſetting- 
over'a Right unto another ; he that afſbgns is 
called the 4 , and he to whom it is aſſigned 
is called Aſpgnee. So in other Deeds there is 
Bargainor and Bargainee, Confirmor and Con- 
hicmee, Covenantor and Covenantee, Exchangor 
and Exchangee, Feottor and Feoftee, Conufor 
and Conuſce, Donor and Donee , Grantor and 
Grantee, Leſſor and Leflee,&c. 


Bargain and Sale. 
2. A Bargain and Sale , is the Transferring of 


the property of a Thing from one to another 
upon valuable Conſiderations.

. A Confirmation, is the Conveyance of an ; 
ate or Righe that one hath 4.4 La C—— 
Tenements to another that hath the poſſeſſion 
thereof, or ſome Eſtate therein,whereby a Void- 
able Eſtate is made ſure and unavoidable , or 
whereby a Particular Eſtate is increaſed and 
enlarged , and is properly mads by the words 
Confirmaſſe, Ratificaſſe, and Approbaſſe , which do 
lignifie Ratum & firmum facere, & ſupplere omnem 
defelum. Co.Lit.295. 


Covenants to Fland ſeized. 


4. Covenants to Uſes, are grounded upon the Covenines t» 
Statute of 27 H. $. which was made to prevent and ſeized 
former Abuſes, occaſioned by fach as would © Vis. 
give the Freehold or poſſeflion of their Laad to 
another and take the Profits to themic:ves ,, fa 
that the Uſe and Polſefhion was divided , with 
many Inconveniences: Bur this At provides , 

That where any are or ſhall be ſeized of any 
Lands to the Uſe or Truſt of any other, by 
reaſon of any Bargain, Sale, Fe t, Fine, 
Recovery, -; fn Agreement, or otherwiſc 

any means whatſoever, Ceſfluy que Uſe or 

ruſt, that hath any ſuch Uſe in Feeſimple , 
for Term of Life or for Years, or otherwiſe , or 
any Uſe in Reverſion or Remainder, &c. ſhall 
have the poſſcflion of the Land in fuch Quality, 
manner and Condition as he had theUſe ocTruſt: 

And where any one is ſcized ot Lands , to the 
uſe or intent that another ſhall have a yearly 
Rent out of the ſame Lands, C:/fuy que Uſe of 
the Rent ſhall be deemed in pollethon chereot, 


of like Eſtate as he had the Ul. By which 
a 3 Sta” 
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Requiſires to 
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Statute the uſe 'and on of the Land is 
at this day conjoyned,, fo as they cannot now 
ſtand apart or bg divided ; but he that hath the 
one mult have the other, and cheone doth enſue 
the other as che Shadow the Body ; and the Law 
ſetleth the Eſtate , according to the ule and in- 
tent declared; fo that now what Eftate a man 
hath in the Uſe, the ſame he hath in the Foſlef- 
ſion. 

Bute Four things are requircd to every Execu- 


execute an Uſe tion of an Ule within this Statute : 1. That there 


according to

be a Perſon ſeized. 2. That there be a Ceftuy 
que Uſe in Eſſe. 3. That there be an Uſe in 
Eſſe in Poſſeſhon, Reverſion or Remainder: And 
4- That the Eſtate out of which the Uſes ariſe, 
be veſted in Ceftuy que Uſe: So that when theſe 
Four, viz. Seiln in the Feoftees, Ceftuy que Uſe 
in rerum Naters, Uſe in Eſſe, and that the Eſtate 
of the Feoffees doth veſt in Cefuy que Uſe, then 
there is an Execution of the Uſe within this 
vratute. 

And it is agreed , That this Statute doth not 
Execute any Uſe, but only Ulcs in Eſt; fo that 
the Right of a preſent and a future or contin- 
gent Ule are excluded, until chey come in Eſſe 3 
and then the Starure doth execute them alſo, 
if no alteration be of the Eſtate of the Land 
beſore : But fuch _—_— of Uſes in Eſe,and Ules 
in Contingency until they happen to be nEje, 
remain at the Common Law as they were before 
rhe Statute, 1 Co.126,136. Plow.391. Dy.58, 
$8,330. 

A Covenant to ftand ſeized to Uſes, may be in 
this fort: A manthat hath a Wite and Children, 
Brothers and Kinstolk , may by Deed covenant 
and agree , That for their or any of their Pre- 
fermenes, he will ſtand ſcized of Land to their 
uſe, cither tor Lite in Tail, or Fee-limple. 

i And 
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And upon this Agreement there ariſeth an 
Equity, That the Land ſhall go according to 
his Agreement: And the aforeſaid Statute 29 H.8. 
Conveyeth the Eſtate of che Land as the Uk is 
appointed. 

, ote alſo, There muſt be a Conſideration to 
raiſe an Ule according to this Statute: For if to raiſe an 
the Party to whoſe Uſe he agreeth to ſtand UG. 
ſeized of the Land, be not Wife, Children, Un 
cle or Couſin, or one that he intendeth to 
Marry, then will no Ule ariſe, and ſono Con- 
Veyance. 

For although the Law allow the Conſidera- 
tions of Marriage and Blood to raife Uſes; yet 
doth ir not ſoot crifling Conſiderations, as Old 
Acquaintance, Schooling, Service, and the like.

And therefore it one ain and Sell his 
Land to another by Deed Indented aud Inrol- 
led withour Conſideration , it ſeems no uſe will 
riſe by this to the Bargainee. But it it be in Conſi- 
deration of a competent Sum of Money; as 
100 4, paid or to be paid, or for Counſel given, 
or the like in theſe Caſes the Uſe will arile to 
the Bargainee well enough. 

Alſo where a man maketh an Eſtate of his 
Land to others by Fine, Feoftment or Recovery, 
he may then appoint the uſe to whom he liſtech, 
without reſpe& of Kindred, Marriage-Mony 
or other thing : But he cannoe do fo when he 
maketh no Eſtate, but only agreeth to ſtand 
ſeized: Nor in Bargain and Sale, when he hath 
taken a Conſideration asaforelaid.

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5. Exchange, is a mutual Grant of equal In- 
tereſt the one in Exchange for the other, &c. 
where one man is ſeized or poſſeſſed of Land in 
Fee-ſimple, Fee-tail, for Life or for Years ; or is 
polleſſed of Goods, and another man is ſeized 
or poſſeſſed of other Lands, or poſſeſſed of other 
Goods in the like manner, and they do Ex- 
—_ their Lands or Goods the one for the 
other. 

And in this theze"is a double Grant , each 
granting that which is his,cothe other.Co.Lis. 501. 
Finch. 17. Perk. Set 253. 

In Su both the Eſtates muſt be equal. 
There muſt be ewo Grants, and each Grant 
muſt mention the word (Exchange.) 

The Effet of fuch Exchange is, That it doth 
give the Intereſt and alter the property of the 
thing Exchanged to either party , according to 
my, nn. 

Alſo in the Law , Exchange importeth a Con- 
dition of Re-entry and a Warranty, Voucher 
and Recompence of the other Land that was 
= in Exchange, and an Exchanger may 

e-enter upon an Aſſignee; That is, A Condi- 
tion to give a Re-entry upon all the Land given 
in Exchange , if he be pur out of all or part of 
the Land taken in Exchange, and a Warranty 
to enable him to Vouch , and to recover over 
in value ſo much of his own Land again, given 
— CIENS _ 
| that upon every , cither party 
(if he be put out of, 'or loſe. by Action the 
Land he caketh in Ex e) hath a double 
R:medy againlt the other ; yet this Remedy 
doth go only in the Privity , and ſhall not go 


co 
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to an Aſſignee. Therefore if one of the Par- 
tics is put out of all or part of the Land, or out 
of part of the Eſtate by Entry, and the other 
Party enters upon the others Land upon the 
Condition in Law , he may enter upon the 
whole Land and avoid the whole Exchange ; 
but if he be impleaded for a part only, or for 
the whole, and a part only be recovered from 
him, in this caſe he ſhall recover lo much ing, uni. 
Value of the other Land only as he hath loſt, yawe.

: if an Exchange be of three 
Acres for three Acres, and —_—_ of the Par- 
ties is put out of one of the Acres by the Entry 
of a Stranger; in this caſe he may enter upon 
the whole three Acres he had given in Exchange, 
and fo avoid the whole Exchange , it he will. *

And ir is ſaid Exchange may be made by Exchange by 
Word without any Writing , or by Deed in Ve« 
Writing. \ 

But Note , If all or part of the things where- Exceprioa. 
of the Ex is made do lye in ſeveral 
Counties , or it all or part be fuch as lye in 
Grant, and not in Livery, though it be in che 
ſame County , in this caſe it muſt be made by 
Deed Indented in Writing : But where the Ex- 
change is of Lands, and of Lands lying in the 
ſame County, though it be of an Eſtate of Free- 
hold or branes, yet it may be made by 
Word of Mouth withour Writing. And fo it 
may be, when the things Exchanged do lye in 
divers Counties, when the Exchange is made 
only for a Term of Years.

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Note alſo, If any Rent, Reverſion, Seigniory, 
or the like, be granted by either Party, thatthen 
the Tenant mult Attorn to the Grant ; for that 
Actornment is neceſſary in this Cale. 

And yet in caſe of the Grant of Land in 
polleflion in Exchange', no Livery ot Seilin is 
needful. 

Neither is it needful that either Party tothe 
Exchange, come to the Thing given to him in 
the Exchange , by the ſame means and manner 
of Aſſurance: For if the Leſſee for Life of one 
Acre, give another Acre to his Leffor in Tail in 
Exchange, for a Releaſe from him of that Acre, 
to have and to hold in Tail in like manner ;

6. Feoffment ſtrictly and properly , is the Gift 
or Grant, of any Honours, Caſtles, Mannors, 
Melluages, Lands, *Houſes, or other Corporeal 
immorveable things of like nature , which be 
heredicable to another in Fee-ſimple ; (id e#t ) 
To him and his Heirs for ever, by the delivery 
of ſcifin and of the Things given. 
Co.Lit.g. Lu I7- 

Therefore in bricf it may be defined thus; 
That where by Decd Lands are given, and 
Livery and Seifin made , it is noe called a Feoff- 
ment, unleſs che Fee-ſimple be conveyed ; 
_—_— it is called a Leaſe tor Lite, or Gift in 
Tail. 


Feoffment maſt And this manner of Conveyance, as it is the 


moſt ancient kind, fo ic is faid co be the beſt 
and moſt excellent of all others, and in fome 
reſpes to excel the Conveyance by Fine and 
Recovery. 

For 
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For it is of that Nature and Efficacy , (by The Eficacy 
rexfon alſo of the Livery of Seifin , which js hereok. 
evermore incident to it, ) that it cleareth all 
Diſſeiſins, Abatements, Intrufions, and other 
wrongful and defeazible Titles, and reduceth the 
Eſtate clearly co the Feofftee, when the Entry of 
the Feotfor is lawful : Which neither Fine, Re- 
covery, nor Bargain and Sale by Decd Indented 
and Inrolled will do, when che Feoffor is out of 

fleffion. 


And it paſſeth the preſent Eſtate of the Seth preſere 
Feoffor, and alſo barreth and excludeth him of "_ © 
all preſent and future Right to che thing which © * 
is fo conveyed ; infomuch that it one have di- 
vers Eſtates, all of chem paſs by his Feotfment, 
and if he have any Intereſt, Rear, Common, or 
the like, into or out of the Land, ir is extin- 
guiſhed and by the Feotfment. 

Further al 0, it barreth the Feoffor of all Col- Barreth Col- 
lateral benetirs rouching the Lands ; as Condi- lateral benefirs, 
tion, Power of Revocation, Writs of Error, At- 
taint, and rhe like; fo that it a man make an 
Eſtace of the Land upon Condition, or with 

wer to revoke it, and afterward he make a 

eoffment of the Land ; by this Feoftiment he is 
barr*d for ever of taking advantage of the Con- 
dition or power of Revocation. 

It deſtroyeth contingent Uſes , gives away a Detroyeth 
future Uſe incluſively, gives away a Scigniory <o*mgent 
incluſively,and gives away a right of Action. For 
both the Feotfment and Livery of Scilin inci- 
dene thereunto, are much favoured in Law, and 
will be conſtrued moſt ſtrongly againſt the 
Fcottor, in advantage of the Feottee. 

And for that it is fo folemnly and publickly Livery and 
made, it is of all other Conveyances moft ob- Sia 
fkerved, and allo belt remembred and proved, 
by reaſon of the Livery and Scilin, &c.

7. A Fine, is taken for a final Agreement, or 
Conveyance upon Record, for the ſetling and 
ſecuring of Lands and Tenements, acknow- 
ledged in the Kings Court (by the Cognizor of 
the Land or other thing) to be the Righe of the 
Conuſee; and it is _—_— be finalis Concordia, 
quia finem ponit negotio, ut neutra pars litigan- 
ung rj —— recedere poſit. Co-Lix.1: 26, 
Welt.Symb. par.2.cb. 1. G 

I ſhall not enlarge more upon it in this place, 
there heing particular Books for this purpoſe, 
as Touchſtone of Preſidents , Common Law of Aſſu- 
rancer,Cc. 

8. Gifts or Gravts. 


1. A Gift ſtrialy raken, is a Conveyance, or 
paſling an Eftate of Lands or Tenements to 
another in Tail, wherein the word Deds, or 
I bave given, is rgolt commonly uled, and for 
the molt part it if by Deed , though it may be 
otherwiſe, 

2. A Gram eſpecially taken, ſignifieth a Gift in 
Writing, of ſuch things as cannot aptly pals by 
Word only without Writing ; as Rents, Rever- 
ſions, Services, Advowſons in grols, Commons in 
groſs, Tithes, &c. Of which more hereafter, 
Vide poſtea Grant. 


Indentures to lead Uſes of Fines ,&e. 


9. Note, That Uſes within the Statute 27 H. $. 
may be raiſed as they might betore the Stature, 
either by Tranſ{muration of the Eſtate , as by 
Fine, Faoſfment, Common Recovery, &c. and there- 


tors 
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fore a Fine, Peoffment or Recovery may be had of 
Land, to the uſe and intent, T hat either of the 
Parties thereunto, or others ſhall have ir for any 
Time or Eſtate , and by this means what Uſes, 
and conſequently what Eſtates a man will, may 
be raiſed and created; and the Uſes thereof, may 
either before or after the Levying ſuch Fines 
and Recoveries, be declared by the Indentures 
to lead the Uſes thereof. 

As if the Parties make a Writing,and thereby 
declare, That one of them ſhall levy a Fine, 
make a Feoffment, or futfer a Recovery to the 
other, Tothe uſe and intent, that one ſhall hold 
for his Life and after his Death to another in 
Tail, and after to a third in Fee-ſimple, &c. 
in ſuch caſe the Land ſerrleth in Eſtate, accord- 
ing to the uſe and intent by fuch Deed or 

riting declared,by virtue of the Statute 29 H.8. 
as was before obſerved. For before this Stature 
the Feoffees were Owners of the Land ; but now 
he is the Owner to whoſe uſe the others are 
enfcoffed ; ſo that as before the Statute the 
Poſſeflion ruled the Uſe, now the Ule governeth 
the Pollefſion. 


10. Leaſe and Releaſe.

A Leaſe doth properly fignific a Demiſe or Leaſe 


Letting of Lands or any Heredicaments unto 
another for leſſer time , than he that doth let it 
hath in it. 


So a Releaſe , is the giving or diſcharging of glee. 


the Right or Aion which a man hath, or may 
have or claim againſt another man ; but to our 
papa here, it is a Coprapancs of a mans 
tereſt or Right which he hath in a Thing, to 
another that hath the Poſſeflion thereof : And 
it is now a-common courſe in paſſing Land by 
Leaſe

The Introdudtion. 


Leaſe and Releaſe, firſt to make a Bargain and 
Sale for the Term for a year, or ſuch like Term, 
to the intent that by virtue thereof the Leſlee 
may be in the actual of the Lands in- 
tended to be releaſed, and thereby and by force 
and virtue of the ſaid Stature 275 H.8. for Tranl- 
ferring Uſes into Polleflion , be enabled to rake 
a Grant or Releaſe of the Reverſion and Inhe- 
ritance of the ſaid Lands, to him and his Heirs 
for ever. 


Recovery. 


11. A Recovery here meant, is ſuch a Recovery 
$ is uſed for a Common Aſſurance of Land , 
called a Commun Recovery; and it is done in the 
form and courſe ſet down by the Law, to be 
obſerved for the better aſſuring of Lands and 
Tenements. 

And in it there is a Colourable Suit , wherein 
there is a Demandant, who is called a Recoveror ; 
and a Tenant, called ths Recoveree; and one 
that is called to warrant upon a ſuppoſed War- 
ranty, who I the Common Voucbee. 

But much of this, and of che operation there- 
of may be read in the Books which treat of 
Fines and Recoveries. 


12. Revocation and New Declaration. 


This Deed is made purſuant to ſome Reſerve 
contained in a formerDeed or Conveyance,which 
gives power to call back ſomething granted, and 
by a New Declaration to create a New Eſtate 
thereof, which ſhall ſettle accordingly. 


Sarrender' 
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Surrender. 


13. A Surrender , is the yielding or delivering 
up of Lands or Tenements, nd the Eſtate a 
man hath therein unto another that hath a 
higher or greater Eſtate in the ſame. The efte& 
of it is to paſs the Eſtate of the Surrendror to 
the Surrendree , and that thereupon the Eſtate 
of the Surrendror may be drowned and extinct 
in the Eſtate of the Surrendree. 


Will. 


14. Will, or Teftament, is the Declaration of a 
mans Mind and Intent what he would have done 
after his Death. 

The Civil Law calls it a Tefament, when there Teſtament 
is an Executor made and named in it; and 
when there is none they call it a Codicil. Codicil. 

A man can make but one Teſtament that ſhall 
take cffeet; bur he may make as many Codicils 
as he will. 

Burt the Common Law calls that a Wit, by 
which Lands or Tenements are deviſed, though 
there be no Executor named ; and when it con- 
cerns Chattels only , they call it a Teftamens.

The Farute 29 Car.z. tor prevention of Frauds, Deviſe of 
Enacts, That all Heviſes of Lands or Tenements, M6 


deviſable either by the Statue of Wills , or by "8 
the force of the Cuſtom of Kent, or of the Cu- 

ſtom of any Burrough, or any other particulac 
Cuſtom, ſhall be in Writing , ſigned by the De- 

viſor, or ſome in his preſence, by exprebs Dire-

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or four conſiderable Witneſſes , or elſe to be 
utterly void. Alſo, That no Deviſe in Writi 
ſhall be revokable, but by ſome other Will or 
Writing declaring the ſame ; or by burning, 
cancelling, tearing or obliteracting the ſame by

according to the ſubmiffion of the ſaid parties, 
and agreeable to Reaſon and good Conlcience. 

This Snbmiſfion is beſt and moſt uſual by 
Writing, each party entring into a Bond wit 
Condition to the other, to ſtand to the Award 
of the Arbitrators. 

And the Rule is, That ſuch perſons only may 
of themſclves ſubmit, as may of themſelves 
make good Grants.

5. That there be a Means, how either party 
may by Law attain unto that which is thereby 
awarded unto him. 

6. That ir be a final End of the Controver- 
hes ſubmicred.

The EffeRt of a Bargain and Sale, is to trant- 
fer the Property of the Land or Thing fold ; 
and this it will as effeQtually do as any other kind 
of Conveyance whatloever.

All chings tor the moſt part, that are grantable 
by any other way from one Man to another, 
are grantable, and may be transferred by way 
of Bargain and Sale from one to another. And 
therefore Lands, Rents, Advowſons, Com- 
mons, Tythes, Profits of Courts, and the like, 
may be granted by way of Bargain and Sale, in 
Fee-fimple, Fee-rail , for life or for years: And 
all manner of Goods, Chatrels and Merchan- 
dizes, are grantable by Bargain and Sale.

Writing, 
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Writing, as Rents, Reverſions, Services, Advow- 
ſons -in groſs, Common in groſs, Tythes, &c. 
or made by ſuch perſons as cannot give but by 
Deed ; as the King and all Bodies Politick ; as 
Mayors and Commonalties, Deans, Chapters, &c. 
which differences are oftentimes neglected , and 
then it is taken generally to fignifie every Gift 
whatſoever : And he that granteth or giveth, is 
termed the Grantor or Donor; and he tro whom 
the Grant or Gift is made , the Grantee or 
Donee.

A Releaſe that doth enure by way of Pafling Releaſe upon 
away of an Eſtate, or Extinguiſhment , may he Condition,&c, 
made upon Condition , or with a Defteazance, 
ſo as the Condition or Defeazance be contain- 
ed in the Releaſe, or delivered at the ſame time 
with it: For no Defcazance made after, can 
avoid the force of a Releaſe made before.
